NAPHTHALENE FLAKES 


If there is any possibility of there being thrips on your bulbs, 
by all means do*something to get rid of them. Of course you 
know if you had thrips on your plants this summer but some- 
times there are thrips in very small quantities that you might 
not notice so it is always safer to take precautions and get rid 
of the thrips in the fall before they have any chance of doing 
any damage to the bulbs. If you have only small quantities of 
bulbs, that is up to a thousand, Naphthalene Flakes are the 
simplest thing to use to clean up the thrips.
